Every Means 


The story of tho night's struggle 


of the pontiff shows 
that 
every 
means was used that science knows 
to fan the expiring sparks of the de- 
parting life. 
Time and again oxy- 


gen was administered to the patient 
and the room Impregnated with re- 
viving gas. 
On several occasions' 


the pope dropped into a sound slum- 
ber, but It was ono of exhaustion 
rather than rest and ho 
generally 


awoke

perspiration (lowing 


from tho pores freely and in a stato 
of depletion. 


Retains Lucidity 


Lapponl this morning early 
an- 


nounced that It was merely the won- 
derful vitality that was- keeping him 
alive and that he could advance no 
hope. 
He continues to take nour- 


ishment and retains wonderful men- 
tal lucidity. 
He was given soup at 


aeven this morning and seemed bene- 
fited by It. 


At Nine-Twenty 


The official bulletin given out this 


morning at nine-twenty says: "Pneu- 
monia with which his holiness has 
been suffering Is now complicated by 
pleurisy and paralysis of the fingers. 
The pontiff passed a sleepless night." 


An Early Account. 


Rome, July 7, 1-A'l a. m.—The Pope 


has taken nourishment four times dur- 
ing the night. 
His pulse shows a 


slight improvement. At (!::!') o'clock 
this morning he left his bed for an, 
arm chair. His holiness will perhaps 
live through tho day. 


Would See Sun's Rays. 


Rome, July 7.—Another morning has 


broken on the pathetic scene within 
the simple chamber of tho Vatican 
where Popo Leo lies dying. As the 
soft light uf dawn penetrated Into the 
room the pontiff whispered to his de- 
voted physician that ho desired the 
shutters of the windows to be opened, 
saying: 


"I wish to see once more, perhaps 


for the last time, the rays of the sun." 


It Was just a short while that the 


Popo came back to 
consciousness 


from a sleep which Dr. I.apponl had 
induced by a strong dose of chloral. 
His sleep was so deathlike that arti- 
ficial respiration was continued and 
Dr. Lapponi every few minutes leaned 
anxiously over the couch to observe 
the illustrious patient and listen to his 
hardly perceptible breathing. 


Feels End Is Near. 


Pope Leo awoko wet with perspi- 


ration, feeble to his extreme and his 
voice hardly audible. 
The 
fits of 


coughing had brought on pains In his 
chest and shoulders, and, thinking his 
end was now near, ho said to Dr. 
Lapponl: "Tell me when tho time real- 
ly comes." 


Tho doctor assured his holiness that 


he believed the danger of his Imme- 
diate passing was 
averted for the 


night and for to-day. 


These seemingly last moments of 


Popo Leo are full of solemnity. Per- 
haps his last hours would be less mel- 
ancholy and sad If the august suffer 
er wore less conscious of the circum- 
stances and his mind less clear as to 
•the duration of time remaining to him 
before he enters eternity.' 


Pope's Mind. Is Clear. 


Although his physical powers are .at 


the lowest ebb and his breathing bo- 
•comes more labored, tho Pope's mind 
Ms clear, as Is manifest to all around 
him by his bright, expressive eyes 
•and tho few words ho now and then 
.succeeds Jn uttering.. The sc^ne'ls so 


touchftig 
that' those 
present' can 


scarcely restrain their tears. 


Count Camlllo Peccl, 
tho Pope's 


nephew, whom the dying man kept 
by his bedside, was so exhausted by 
his contending emotions that ho had 
to be taken from his uncle's room 
completely worn out. A few moments 
before as he stood bowed beside the 
bed Popo Leo laid his hand on his 
head with parental affection, saying: 
"Take courage." 


Receives Extreme Unction, 


Shortly after 10 o'clock at night 


the 
pontiff 
received 
extreme 
unc- 


tion. 
At 
9 o'clock 
his 
condition 


seemed so helpless that only a short 
time apparently remained before he 
would glide Into his last sleep. At 
Dr. I.apponl's Initiative a hasty con- 
sultation of the pope'/* relatives. Car- 
dinal Rampolla and other ecclesias- 
tics was held and It was decided that 
extreme unction should be given. 


The pontiff rocelred the announce- 


ment with his' usual calmness, and 
though scarcely able to speak audibly 
he said he knew his time had como 
and he was ready to appear before 
the sublime tribunal with full trust 
in the divine mercy. 


Munnlgnorc Plffert, Pope Leo's con- 


fessor, 
administered 
tho 
extreme 


unction and when the teromony was 
over his holiness Bank back on tho 
pillow with apparent great relief that 
all was done and that he was enter- 
ing Into rest after his long pilgrim- 
age.

Leo is Gratified. 


After the administration of the vi- 


aticum telegrams hoping for his re- 
covery wero shown to the i>ope and 
he appeared to be much gratified.

Pontiff Gives Orders. 


During the brighter

Monday the pope resumed his habits 
of command and Insisted on giving 
orders for the preparation of the brief 
appointing Monslgnore Volponl, actu- 
ally secretary of letters to princes, ns 
secretary of the consistorlnl congre- 
gation, a post vacant owing to tho 
promotion of Monslgnore Nocella to 
the cardlnolate. The Importance of 
such an appointment Is manifest when 
It Is considered that on the pope's 
death the secretary of stato ceases to 
exercise his functions, which are as- 
sumed immediately by the secretary 
of the conslstorial congregation. 


As the pope objected to having the 


oxygen Inhaling apparatus continual- 
ly under his nostrils, 
Dr. Lapponl 


Monday forenoon arranged to Impreg- 
nate tho whole atmosphere of the 
room with oxygen. 


"That Is much better," said the 


pontiff. 
"Before I felt as though I 


had lost my liberty." 


Refuses to Obey Physician. 


Although Dr. Lapponl continually 


recommended tho 
patient 
not 
to 


speak and to pay no attention to 
what was passing outside, the. pope 
gently refused to abandon participa- 
tion In what was going on. Ho said, 
smiling, to Dr. Lapponl: 


"I know you say tills because of 


your affection for me, but either my 
lost day is rapidly approaching. In 
which case I must employ all the time 
that Is left to me so far as I can, or 
else I shall recover, again postpon- 
ing tho end. If this Is the will of the 
Almighty, nothing can change It." 


Tho popo wished his armchair to 


be carried noar ills writing table and 
then to tho window overlooking the 
piazza of St. Peter's. Noticing many 
people In carriages, the pope said: 


"Tho piazza looks as It does 'when 


I am able to perform some public 
function." 


Is Given Nourishment.

Expresses Sympathy. 


On hearing that tho Austrian am- 


bassador to the Vatican, Count Szec- 
sen De Temerln, was ill the pope ex- 
pressed his sorrow and said ho hoped 
It was not ns serious as his own case. 


When the popo was Informed of 


Emperor Francis Joseph's dispatch, 
communicated to tho Vatican by the 
Austrian embassy, he ealcl: 


"The emperor and I are the only 


survivors ofc a past generation."

THREE DEATHS hULLOW 


EXPLOSION IN FACTORY 


Discharged Foreman of Toy Gun Com- 


pany Is Arrested en Suspicion 


by the Police.

cussion cup factory.

Some mystery surrounds the cause" 


of tho explosion, and almost 
Imme- 


diately after the dead and Injured 
had been cared for Lieutenant Plun- 
kett of the Grand Crossing station 
started an Investigation, which result- 
ed In the arrest of three persons. 


One of the prisoners, Charles P. 


Graber, tho police say, was discharged 
from his position as foreman of the 
factory, and when arrested was pre- 
paring to leave the city. Grabor do- 
nles all knowledge of the explosion 
and lays the blame for the accident 
to carelessness on the part of officials 
of the firm. 


In addition to tho loss of life and 


Injuries to many people, the explosion 
canned havoc among the residents-ot 
Grand 
Crossing 
and 
practically 


wrecked two other buildings. Win- 
dows In .houses nearly a mile away 
were shattered and two .horses at- 
tached to a wagon and standing In 
front of the factory were Instantly 
killed. 


To add to the terror of the nccMont 


flre broke out among the ruins of the 
•wrecked factory and It was only by 
hard work that the firemen prevented 
a serious blaze.

Applicants Turned Down 
Upon this matter there was a di- 


vision of opinion In the council and 
.the resultant vote showed that live 
of the nine aldermen present fav- 
ored upholding the marshal!, while 
four desired to grant licenses to the 
entire forty-five applicants. 
1 The snarshall had previously con 
ferred with one of tho aldermen upor 
this point and Informed him that the 
two rejected applicants—Condon and 
Knlpp—were not fitted to hold tho 
privileges of a license as they had 
not In the past conducted themselves 
In a satisfactory manner.

OLD LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


First Judgment in the County Court 


Ordering Return of. Legacy 


Tax Under New Law. 


By a Judgment rendered In tlio 
county court this morning the heirs 
or Peter Kelthllne of the town ot 
Newark, recovered over twelve hun- 
dred dollars which was paid from 
the ostate as inheritance tax at tnc 
time It was divided among the heirs. 
This Is the Ilrst return of an Inheri- 
tance tax under the law passed this 
year by the state legislature, follow- 
ing 
the 
decision by the supreme 


court that tho previous law was un- 
constitutional. 


Law Was Unconstitutional 
Two years ago last winter the In- 


heritance law was enacted which ap- 
propriated a certain share of all es- 
tates above a certain amount as a 
legacy tax. 
The Kelthllno estate, 


after all necessary allowances 
had 


been made, amounted to $128,37U.'J^ 
in personal property, upon 
which 
the tax was computed. 
Somo tlmo 


ago the supreme court declared tno 
law under which this tax was levied 
unconstitutional, and during the last 
session of the legislature a new In- 
heritance law was created, and pro- 
vision waa made for the return ot 
taxes paid under the former law.

•orlal to Henry Ward Beechcr," said 
fflT white-haired Southern friend, who, 
in spite of his soft voice and gravely 
gentle demeanor, had been a fire-eater 
In the old days. "It's time they did. 
And I shall send In my subscription." 


1 looked up surprised. "I thought 


you fought for the other side during 
the war?" 


"So I did, and perhaps that's why I 


know ho deserves a monument," said 
tho colonel, smiling. "I know he was 
tho greatest orator who ever lived." 


"Demosthenes and Cicero ain't In 


it, I suppose?" 


"Nat with him," the colonel Insisted. 


"Xet me tell you a story to prove It." 


So I settled back In my armchair— 


tho colonel's reminiscences were al- 
ways a little vacation in my work-a- 
day life. 
• "You know during the war I was 
*ent to England by the confederacy to 
•work up public sentiment for our side. 
TVell, there were a number of us, and 
•K« -worked up a good deal of senti- 
ment, so much so that Abo Lincoln 
"began to take notice of It, and after a 
•while ho sent Beechcr over to maks 
*orae speeches against us. 


"When Boechcr landed In Liverpool 


the town was already billed for his 
Jrat speech, and wo were already there 
in force to sec that he shouldn't make 
It. The night came and the hall was 
packed, largely with our sympathizers 
•nil with men whom we had scattered 


• through tho audience and hired 
to 


boot and 'make cat calls, and utterly 
drown out tho speaker's voice.

iraan't exactly generous, I admit, but, 
Ton know, those wcro desperate days. 


"So when he entered It was pande- 


xtonlum let loose—you never heard 
facto a racket. Ho had to como In at 
the rear and walk tho whole length 
of the ball down tho middle asllo 
through a howling mob of enemies. I 
eau gee him now as ho braced mlm- 
iclf, shook that mane of his, walked 
slowly to the front and climbed tho 
platform. 
He took 
off his overcoat 


deliberately and put It and his hat on 
*- chair, h» tasted a reading desk that 
stood In the middle, found It loose, 
And carried It out of the way. 
Then 


he turned, walked slowly to the front, 
faced the whirlwind a minute, and 
then sold, in a voice tint went through 
ctu1 yelling like a cannou ball through 
k rotten f:?ld. 


'Boys, this ain't fair!' 
"We forgot to yell for a minute, 


•topped to draw breath against him, 
nai In that pause he hurled upon us 
the most wonderful sentence that ever 
fell from the llp.s of mortal man.

thouEand times I have tried., to re- 
word It, but always in vain. 'I know 
only that It appealed to the British 
Jorc of fair play, to the old, historic 
British sense of justice. And I know 
from that first moment every roan of 
BJ forgot why he was there—utterly 
forgot himself and his country, and I 
know also that within ten minutes we 
•Tire breaking the hush with cheers 
•fiat took the roof off. Cheers, yes, 
air; we who were there to silence him, 
who' bated him and his cause. Ho 
iwfd us there cheering for two hours, 
aad cot till It was all over and we 
had left that place of magic did we 
realize w'l&t we had done. If you can

history 
such 
another 


miracle wrought by an orator I'd like 
to know of It. 


"I tell you, he was forever hurling 


thunderbolts that night that were 
lightning flashes from him. He was 
cot like a man, but some supernatural 
(lower. Every soul there fell under 
Iho spell, oven tho reporters. 
Tho 


London papers all sent their best men, 
with orders to take a verbatim report 
cf the speech, and not one of them 
jot beyond 'Boys, this ain't fair.' Tha 
London Times actually discharged Its 
representative because of his failure. 


Ten or fifteen years later I met 


Btechcr. He agreed with me that thut 
Ilfiht In Liverpool 
was tho great 


ruomont of his life, said that then, and 
then only, he had felt as though pos- 
sessed by a god. as though uttering 
not bis own words, but those of somo 
archangollc power. He regretted deep. 
Jy that the one speech by which he 
-xonlil like to he remembered should 
have perished In the utterance."—At- 
lanta Constitution.
